GALLUP'S TOP TEN HEROES 
MAKE A PRETTY GOOD LIST 


We are pleased to note that Dr. George Gallup—re- 
member?—has recovered from what Mr. Truman calls 
'the late unpleasantness" and once again has sent forth 
lis emissaries to ask the people: "What man, living today 
n any part of the world, that you have heard or read 
about do you admire most?" 


This is a slight variant on the last similar question, 
which Dr. Gallup asked in March of 1947. Then he wanted 
to know "what person" was most admired. But only two 
women made the top ten last year anyway, so the cur- 
rent list still offers a good chance to see how fickle the 
r'ickle public is. 


It should surprise no one, including Dr. Gallup, to 
find that Mr. Truman got the most admiring votes in this 
post-election survev. He moved up from fourth place in 
1947 to finish in ~front—a feat, incidentally, that was 
duplicated in 1948 by the world's champion Cleveland 
Indians. 


Last veav's winner was General Mac Arthur, who 
wound up third in the latest poll. That isn't bad, consider 
ing that a whole new generation has reached maturity 
since the last time the general was home. Winston 
Churchill also finished in the top five, though he dropped 
from third place to fourth. 


The only three persons who kept an unchanged place 
in the public affection were General Eisenhower, who was 
second both years; Secretary of State Marshall, fifth, and 
Pope Bius, in eighth place. Governor Dewey, who was 
elected president by everyone except the voters, can con- 
sole himself with the thought that he's more popular after 
missing the boat twice than he was after one defeat. He 
was seventh this year and tenth in '47. 


Newcomers were ex-President Hoover, who replaced 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt as No. 6; Harold Stassen, replac- 
ing the other 1947 feminine entry, Sister Kenny, in ninth 
place , and the eminent Dr. Albert Einstein, who was 
tenth. 


If a comparison of the two polls signifies anything, 
it seems to emphasize, that Americans have not forgotten 
the war. The Eisenhower-MacArthur-Marshall-Churchill 
foursome is right up there both years. It also suggests that 
Americans admire a non-professional fighter like Harry 
Truman. 


The fact that these five men have retained top posi- 
tion for nearly three years indicates that their place in 
the public's esteem is deeply rooted. The other five, with 
the exception of Pope Pius, reflect the connection between 
popularity and publicity. 


Mr. Byrnes had recently resigned as secretary of state 
in March, 1947. This year he is not even among the also 
rans. Mr. Dewey's political prominence undoubtedly ele- 
vated his position, and the same may be said for Mr. Stas- 
sen. Mr. Hoover was the subject of a laudatory book in 
1948 which became a best-seller. He is being consulted 
more frequently as an elder statesman. So it is not sur- 
prising to see him on the list. Dr. Einstein's efforts for 
¡vorld federation and peaceful uses of atomic energy may 
iccount for his place. 


Movie stars, radio comedians, sports heroes and other 
supposedly "popular" people are conspicuously absent.

Blue Licks, Ky.—(NEA)— Scient- 
ists can thank a garage man if they 
get a chance to study a rich record 
of Ice Age life before it is forever 
blotted out by the rising waters of 
another dam. 


The garage operator, Victor 
K. 
Dodge, of Lexington, Ky., is trying 
to delay construction 
of a 
flood 
control 
dam 
across 
the 
Licking 
river at Falmouth, above which lies 
the 'only "dying place" of gigantic 
mammals on the American continent 
known to those who study prehis- 
toric life. 


At Blue Licks spring and in the 
salt bogs at Big Bone Lick, masto 
dons in ages past were trapped in 
the spongy 
mire 
and 
starved 
to 
death. The now-dried briny marshes 
have yielded rare fossils on display 
at the Blue Licks state park museum 
and the skull of a muskox now in 
the Peabody museum at Yale Uni- 
versity. 


Geologist feel sure that the bogs 
contain 
skeletal 
remains 
of 
vast 
numbers of mastodons as well as the 
fossils of other extinct Ice Age ani- 
mals. 


Dodge, a naturalist and paleon- 
tologist in his spare time, has been 
organizing excavating parties at his 
own expense while urging study by 
experts of the Blue Licks bone de- 
pository. 
Preliminary diggings have 
brought up fossils of mastodons, the 
ground sloth, muskox, bison and elk. 
Their time in Kentucky 
stretches 
back to the late Ice Age of 25,000 to 
30,000 years ago. 


While Dodge has been 
rallying 
educators, scientists and legislators 
in behalf of recovery pf the bone 
relics still entombed, farm owners,

Morale is on the upsurge among 
Vittles airmen. Tempers of the men 
who fly food and fuel to blockaded 
Berlin wore thin as the summer 
dragged on into fall without a sign 
of the break in the crisis.

traditional American soldier's love 
of "griping," the men of the lift 
figured they had a real complaint. 
They didn't know how long their as- 
signments would last or when, if 
ever, they could have their families 
join them. Some had come from as 
far away as Japan on a few days' 
notice, leaving their families behind. 


Discontent became so widespread 
that the Air Force Times, the air- 
men's newspaper, said there were 
good grounds for the "gripes" and 
something should be done about the 
situation. 
It advocated a rotation 
system. This was done and morale 
rose at once. Lift crews received as- 
surances that they were on a six 
months tour of duty. At the end of 
that time, they would either be 
placed on permanent station, and 
thus 
be allowed 
to have 
their 
families join them, or would be sent 
back home. 


Lift duty thus has become a de- 
finite assignment instead of a life 
with no end in sight.

He made a casual acquaintance 
with Dempsey in a hotel rest room 
and the two went to Bloney's room. 


The college student said Dempsey 
made improper advances and a fight 
ensued. Dempsey fell against a bed 
post, suffering a head injury. Blan- 
ey, presuming Dempsey to be dead, 
tossed the body out '.he window. 


Schink said there was no way of 
determining whether Dempsey was 
killed by the hotel room injury or 
by the 14-story fall.

But noth- 
ing more was learned of his route 
after he left Macomb. 


Descriptions of the automobile and 
wanted patient were broadcast over 
the state police radio system. 


The Iowa sheriff told local police 
that the motor number of the car he 
recovered is the same as the Cornish 
car. 


Served Term In Prison 


Records show that Rhodes is a for- 
mer resident of the Peoria area and 
that he served time in Menard peni- 
tentiary for burglary and larceny. 
He will be held in the Iowa town 
until Illinois authorities decide what 
disposition to make of the case. 


When Rhodes was apprehended 
the car he was painting bore Iowa 
license plates. In the car were plates 
which were removed from a Buick 
car belonging to James Carl, 202 
Franklin street, in Jacksonville. 


Carl was puzzled when he found 
two strange plates on his car Mon- 
day morning. These had been taken 
from cars belonging to W. L. Cum- 
mings, 847 Routt street, and H. E. 
Summers, 328J East State street. 


The arrest of the escaped patient 
and his penchant for switching 
plates was believed to provide com- 
plete solution to the mystery.
